Speakers at this rally included Dick Gregory, 
Chicago comedian and civil rights activist; Floyd McKissick, 
Chairman of CORE; James Forman, former SNCC Chairman;

representatives of African student groups; and others. 


Dick Gregory's comments included numerous 
vulgarities and was generally militant in nature. He stated 
racism and capitalism are synonymous and gust go out together, 
by revolutionary means, if necessary, not just in the 
United States but also in Asia, Africa, and Latin America. 

He stated "Whitey" knows violence wll come, but does not know 
where or when. He stated speakers for the Negroes would talk 
“over and under” so that "Whitey" will have no information 

of value. He urged Negroes to unite in order to show 
"Crackers" their power as a "Cracker Power” was about to 


Teach an end. He commented that Negro soldiers returning 


from overseas and black youchs will not take what “old folks” 
have taken in the past. 


These sources further advised that prior to 
Gregory's speech, the rally was opened with a prayer for 
Malcolm X, and speeches of H. Rap Brown were distributed, 
including one speech Brown made recently in Detroit, 
Michigan.

Lawrence Landry and James Harvey, leader of the 
AASA, were introduced at the rally but did not speak. Many 
people present at this rally were dressed in African costumes, 


Source advised further that it was announced at this 
rally that the BPC would reconvene on September 2, 1967, at 
10 a.m., at the Christ Methodist Church, 6401 South Sangamon 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, in workshop-type sessions.

The meeting opened with a speech by James Cage, 
Chicago West Side CORE Chairman, who served as Master of 
Ceremonies. The principal speaker was one McGrey (phonetic), 
who reportedly was from New York and who spent a considerable 
amount of time explaining background developments concerning 
the BPC from Black caucuses held during the past several 
days at the NCNP Cenvention being held in the Palmer House 
Hotel indiicago. McGrey referred to 13 resolutions or 
demands made upon the NCNP by Black Delegates who had not 
so far walked out of the NCNP, and the possibility of more of 
these delegates joining the BPC. 


Source advised that individuals present at this 
BPC then split into four workshops, including (1) Economics, 
(2) Evolution of the Black Man, (3) Political Activities, and 
(4) Additional workshop for professional people, such as 
teachers and artists.

In his book, "This Time the World,” copyrighted in 1961, 
GBORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL identified himself as Commander, American 
Nazi Party of the World Union of Free Enterprise National Socialis*«s 
(ANP - WUFENS), Arlington, Virginia. 


The April 4, 1963, issue of “The Richmond News Leader,” 
a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, again applied for the American 
Nazi Party to be chartered in the State of Virginia, but this 
request was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia 
Assembly which prohibits use of "Nazi" or "Nationalism Socialism” in 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that ROCKWELL’s 


Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia as the George 
Lincoin Rockwell Pasty. 


On August 14, 1964, a source advised that ANP-WUFENS was 
organized by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL at his residence in Arlington, 
Virginia, on February 26, 1956, as an international "National Social- 
ist” movement based on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler. 
He added that ROCKWELL is the dominant force and personality in this 
Party; that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews and 
Negroes; and that he is seeking, through speeches, distribution of 
literature and picketing, to establish a cohesive and dominant 
political party in the United States and in foreign countries. 


' According to the "Stormtrooper's Manual,” an official) 
publication of the ANP, the phases of ANP struggle for power are 
fourfold, namely, first "to make ourselves known to the mass:s", 
second, "the dissemination of our prcgram and truth about the Party”; 
third, “organizing the people who have been converted to our propa- 
ganda"; and fourth, "the attainment of power through the votes of 
the newly-won masses." 


On August 19, 1966, the source advised that GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL presently believes that he has completed the first two 
phases in his ace See 76 for power and is well into the third stage, 
to wit, "the organizing of the people who have been converted to 
our propaganda. The source added that ROCKWELL had previously 
believed that he would be elected Governor of Virginia in November, 


1965, and when defeated, he made the statement that he was not ready 
for stage four. 


On December 27, 1966, the source advised that ROCKWELL 
mailed a communication to all members of the ANP eatitled,''National 
Directive from the Commander, Effective 1/1/67." This communication 
reflected that the formal name of the Party would be "Natioral 
Socialist White People's Party" and they would still be known as 
the "American Nazi Party" and "American Nazis" for short. 
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APPENDIX 
REVOLUTIONARY ACTION MOVEMENT 


On November 3, 1964, a source made available a 
document entitled, "The Revolutionary Action Movement 
Manifesto", the document having been obtained by the source 


from an individual known to be a member of the Revolutionary 
Action Movement. (RAM). “4 : { 


| This document stated, in part, that RAM was 
officially organized in the winter of 1963 by Afro-Americans 
who support thé revolutionary objectives of ROBERT F. 
WILLIAMS, then residing in Cuba, and his concept of organized li 
violence to achieve the liberation of the Afro-American B 
people in the United States. This Manifesto disclosed that 
RAM had oriented its program to one of education and political 
revolution and the organization of a “black” political party 
with revolutionary objectives, having recognized the need 
for a “black revolution" that could and would seize power. Fait 
RAM philosophy is described in this document as one of 
revolutionary nationalism, that is, one involving. the struggles 
of the non-white races of the world against exploitation and 
enslavement by the white capitalist and imperialist nations. 


Regarding WILLIAMS, it should be noted that on 

August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, 
North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
Prosecution for the crime of kidnaping. Subsequent to the 
issuance of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States 
to Cuba, where he published a monthly newsletter entitled, 
"The Crusader" from Havana. As of December, 1966, WILLIAMS 
was residing in Peking, China. ' 


This source, in September, 1964, advised RAM is 
dedicated to the overthrow of the captialist system in the 
United States, by violence, if necessary, and to its replacement 
by a socialistic system oriented toward the Chinese Communist 
interpretation of Marxism-Leninism. RAM is entirely non- 
white in membership, clandestine in nature, and owes its 
primary allegiance to the "Bandung World”, that is, the non- 


white races of the world rather than to any national entity, 
as such. | 


On November 16, 1964, a second source -edvised . - 
he learned recently from a RAM member that the organization 
began in Detroit, Michigan, largely under the impetus of 
DON FREEMAN, described as the "Father" of RAM and referred 
to as RAM's "Black Stalin". FREEMAN served as RAM Chairman, 
with MAXWELL STANFORD (now of Philadelphia, Pennsylvanie 
serving as RAM Field Chairman. 3

On May 20, 1967, a second Confidential Source, who has 
furnished reliable information in the past, advised that on that 
date, the OAAU sponsored a rally at "Malcolm Square” located at 
125th Street and 7th Avenue, New York, New York, which began at 
3:30 p.m. and terminated at 6:30 p.m. It was estimated that 
approximately 250 people were on hand at the rally. This rally 
was held to commemorate the birth of Malcolm X. Charles 37%, 
the Head of the Black Nationalist Mau Mau Organization, was one 
of the speakers. He stated that the Negro people should sit 
down in the streets of Harlem until a bust of Malcolm X is 


erected in Harlem. He also stated that places like Harlem srould 
be burned down and rebuilt.

A source advised on April 20, 1965, that the Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP), formerly known as the Progressive Labor 
Movement (PLM), held its first national convention April 15-18, 
1965, at New York City, to organize the PLM into a PLP. fhe 
PLP will have as its ultimate objective the establishment of a 
militant working class movement based on Marxism-Leninism. 


The “New York Times" City Edition, Tuesdav, April 20, 1965, 
page 27, reported that a new party of "revolutionary socialism" 
was formally founded on April 18, 1965, under the name of the 
PLP. The PLP was described as an outgrowth of the PIM. Its 
officers were identified as MILTON ROSEN, New York, President, and

According to the article, "The Progressive Labor Movement 
was founded in 1962 by Mr. ROSEN and Mr. SCHEER after they were 
expelled from the Communist Party of the United States for 
assertedly following the Chinese Communist linc". 


The PLP publishes "Progressive Labor", a bi-monthly magazine, 
"Challenge," a bi-weekly New York City newspaver, and “Svark," 
a West Coast newspaper. 


The June 1, 1965, issue of "Challenge," page 6, states 
that “this paper is dedicated to fight for a new way of life 
where the working men and women own and control their homes, 


factories, the police, courts, and the entire government on 
every level." 


The source advised that the PLP utilizes the address of 
General Post Office Box 808, Brooklyn 1, New York, but also 
utilizes an office in Room 622, 132 Nassau Street, New York City, 
where PLP publications are prepared.

A source has advised that on October 26-27, 1963, 
a conference of members of the Communist Party (CP), including 
national functionaries, met in Chicaso, Illinois, for the purpose 
of setting in motion forces for the establishment of a new 
national Marxist-oriented youth organization which would hunt for 
the most peaceful transition to socialism. The delegates were 
told that it would be reasonable to assume that the young 
socialists attracted into this new organization would eventually 
pass into the CP itself. —---—~ 


A second source has advised that the founding convention 
for the new youth organization was held from June 19-21, 1964, at 
150 Golden Gate Avenue, San Francisco, Califorr.ia, at which time 
the W. E. B. DuBois Clubs of America (DCA) was adopted. Approx- 
imately 500 delegates from throughout the United States attended 
this convention. The aims of this organization, as set forth in 
the preamble to the constitution, are: "It is our belief that this 
nation can best solve its problems in an atmosphere of peaceful 

existence, complete disarmament and true freedom for all peoples 
29f the world, and that these solutions will be reached mainly 
through the united efforts of all democratic elements in our 
country, composed essentially of the working people allied in the 
inity of Negroes and other minorities with whites.
